BONN, GERMANY, OCT. 24 (AP)-THE WEST GERMAN GOVERNMENT INFORMED 
_ PRESIDENT KENNEDY TODAY IT WOULD CONSIDER DEALING WITH THE COMMUNIST 
__ EAST GERMAN REGIME TO CREATE A NEW AIR CORRIDOR INTO BERLIN, 7 
_ AUTHORITATIVE SOURCES HERE REPORTED. 

THEY SAID WEST GERMAN AMBASSADOR WILHELM GREWE TOLD THIS TO 
THE PRESIDENT DURING AN HOUR-LONG MEETING IN WASHINGTON. THEY 
DESCRIBED IT AS THE MAIN POINT IN THE NEW INSTRUCTIONS GIVEN GREWE 
WHEN HE WAS IN BONN LAST WEEK FOR CONSULTATIONS. 

THE CORRIDOR REPORTEDLY WOULD BE CREATED FOR CIVILIAN FLIGHTS FROM 
WEST GERMANY INTO WEST BERLIN AND WOULD GIVE THIS COUNTRY THE DIRECT 
AIR ACCESS TO THE CITY THAT IT NOW LACKS. IT WOULD SUPPLEMENT THE 
THREE ALLIED AIR CORRIDORS, WHICH ARE RESTRICTED TO AIRCRAFT OF THE 
UNITED STATES, BRITAIN AND FRANCE, 

THE SOURCES SAID WEST GERMANY MIGHT BE READY TO NEGOTIATE ON AN 
ADMINISTRATIVE LEVEL WITH THE EAST GERMAN REGIME TO GET THE NEEDED 
PERMISSION TO FLY OVER THE 110 MILES OF THAT REGIME'S TERRITORY
